Early Resident, 
Bert Innes Dies 

A pioneer resident of Vulcan for 
24 years before moving to Van¬ 
couver, B.C., Bert Innes of 3579 
Dunbar Street, Vancouver, died on 
Nov. 4, 1962, at the age of 88. 

Bom in Dunham, Ont., in 1874, 
he came to Southern Alberta in 
1897 and resided here briefly be¬ 
fore going to Skagway, Alaska, at 
the time of the gold rush. In 1913 
he returned to Vulcan, where he 
was in the painting and decorating 
business. In 1937 he moved to Van¬ 
couver where he continued as an 
interior decorator until he retired 
in 1955 at the age of 81. 

Predeceased by his wife, Nellie, 
he is survived by one son, Harry 


Winds gusting up to «| miles an 
hour, accompanied by clouds of 
dust and sand, did considerable 
damage in the town and district 
Monday of this week and virtually 
tied up highway traffic from High 
River south until late evening. 

In scenes reminiscent of the dust 
storms of the 30’s dust and dirt 
sifted into homes and business 
places and house-cleaning was the 
order of the day when the storm 
had passed through. A few trees, 
television aerials and fences were 
casualties of the storm. At the high 
school, a partially completed gar¬ 
age (a “shop” project) was de¬ 
molished and about 2,500 square 
feet of the high school roof was 
blown off, this latter damage be¬ 
ing covered by insurance.

Reports from other places in¬ 
clude the loss of the roof of a 
grain elevator at Nanton and at 
an oil-drilling wellsite south of 
Mosslelgh it Is reported that a 
trailer was blown over, damaging 
a car parked alongside. 

Light rain fell at about 11:00 
p.m., followed by light snow at 
midnight and Wednesday morning 
the weather was clear and calm.

The much sought-after rebuild¬ 
ing of the access road leading into 
town from Highway 23 is likely 
to be a project of the Provincial 
Government Highways Department 
next spring, according to corres¬ 
pondence recently received by Rev. 
Peter Dawson, M.L.A., from the 
Honorable Gordon Taylor, Minister 
of Highways. 

The Vulcan District Board of 
Trade has been negotiating with 
government officials for an im¬ 
provement to this entrance for 
some time and Mayor M. R. Mor¬ 
rison and Lundy Findlay were able 
to question the Minister directly on 
the subject at a meeting at Leth¬ 
bridge, Nov. 14, at which this pro¬ 
posal was given. 

The letter received by Mr. Daw¬ 
son and which was passed on to 
the Board of Trade reads in part: 

"I wish to advise that we wiil be 
unable to deal with this access this 
season but the improvement of the 
approach into Vulcan is scheduled 
to be undertaken when plant mix 
surfacing of Highway 23 from the 
Vulcan comer west is being done; 
we are hopeful that this will be 
during the coming year. This 
improvement work will require 
asphaltic plant mix surfacing 
materials and this year’s work in 
that area consisted of soil cement 
base course capped with asphalt 
bound road mix. 

We have reviewed the geometr¬ 
ies of this approach and it appears 
that it will be essential in order to 
facilitate any reasonable improve¬ 
ment, to widen the intersection 
considerably on the south side so 
that a 90 degree ”T” connection 
can be made to the highway. This 
will have to be done before 
channelization is introduced to 
take care of long semi-trailer 
units wishing ■ to enter Vulcan 
from the south. 

I might advise that it has been 
necessary to control highway 
development in that area as we 
contemplated that this work would 
have to be done. 

We have had strong representat¬ 
ions in connection with this matt¬ 
er from the Reverend Peter 
Dawson, M.L.A.” 

• . « 

The Vulcan District Board of 
Trade is now, or will be soon, the 
Vulcan District Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. The registering of this 
change was approved at the 
November meeting of the business 
group. 

Promise was made at the meet¬ 
ing that Santa Claus would be 


around to make his stop at Vul¬ 
can again. No date or further in¬ 
formation is available other than 
that a meeting will be held by 
sponsoring organizations later in 
the month to complete plans. 

A highway sign, long sought by 
the Board, will cost in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $500 according to an 
estimate submitted by W. H. Rich¬ 
ardson of the highways committee. 
The agreement is that the town 
would pay half of the cost and ap¬ 
propriate small club or association 
"hooker” signs would be sold at 
$50 per plank. 

Gordon Brown, secretary of the 
Vulcan and District Artificial Ice 
Commission, described the past 
year of progress of the group and 
solicited the Board’s support in 
its current drive to have artificial 
ice for the town skating rink.

Two smaller accidents with 
damage under $100 were also 
checked and in one case a repeat 
offender lost his licence.

Appointment of 11 prominent 
western agriculturists and con¬ 
servationists as members of a 
new Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration advisory commit¬ 
tee was announced recently by 
Agriculture Minister Alvin 
Hamilton. 

The new members are: from 
Saskatchewan — Norman Roe¬ 
buck, Yorkton; Boyd Anderson, 
Fir Mountain: W. H. HoUier, 
North Battleford; F. E. Wright, 
Eastend, and H. J. Oollison, Star 
City; from Alberta—James Cam¬ 
eron, Youngstown; Arnold F. 
Christie, Grand Prairie; Deane 
Holyroyd, Lethbridge; from 
Manitoba—Roy Clark, Brandon; 
Fred Croy, Stonewall, and Harry 
Shearer, Elm Creek. 

Mr. Roebuck will serve as 
chairman of the committee. 

In accordance with Sections 8, 
4 and 0 of the PFRA Act, the 
terms of reference of the Advis¬ 
ory Committee shall be "to con¬ 
sider and advise the Minister as 
to the best methods to be 
adopted to secure the rehabilita¬ 
tion of the drought and soil 
drifting areas in- the Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, and to develop and pro¬ 
mote within these areas systems 
of farm practice, tree culture, 
water supply, land utilization and 
land settlement that will afford 
greater economic security." 

They will also make recom¬ 
mendations on ways in which 
PFRA can tie in most effectively 
with the Agricultural Rehabilita¬ 
tion and Development Act pro¬ 
gram at the local level. 

Mr Roebuck, 61, a farmer, Is 
a graduate of the University of 
Saskatchewan. A former munici¬ 
pal councillor, he is a member 
of the executive of the Canadian 
Swine Breeders' Association and 
the Canadian Hereford Associa¬ 
tion, a 4-H Club director, chair¬ 
man of the agricultural commit¬ 
tee of the annual Yorkton Fair, 
and a member of the board of 
the Yorkton Union Hospital.

Whereas Community 
Pastures were originally devel¬ 
oped to cope with problems of 
soil drifting on abandoned farm 
land, they are now required to 
support the ever increasing live¬ 
stock population, Such changes 
in production involve a much 
greater need to conserve avail¬ 
able water resources. 

The recently approved pro¬ 
gram for the development of 
wells as a source of water, and 
.he recent acquisition of the two 
federally operated Forest Nurs¬ 
ery Stations, are but two of the 
changes recently brought about 
to broaden the base of PFRA re¬ 
habilitation work in the prairie 
area. 

The Advisory Committee will 
have a definite role to fill in ad¬ 
vising the Minister on new and 
revised policies to better serve 
prairie agriculture. The strong 
support being given to the New 
ARDA concept across Canada 
and the part PFRA will play in 
this program, gives some indica¬ 
tion of the degree to which the 
organization has, and must 
change, to meet current de¬ 
mands

Cooking Demonstrations In District 


"Fashions in Food” cooking 
schools, held this week at Moss- 
leigh on Nov. 20 and at the Din- 
ton Hall on Nov. 22, feature a 
demonstration of micro-wave cook¬ 
ing by Calgary Power Ltd. home 
economists. The following questions 
and answers help to explain this 
"modern miracle” of microwave 
cooking. 

Let’s shine our inquisitive spot¬ 
light on the amazing electronic 
range — the greatest advance in 
cooking equipment in our lifetime, 
and see what we can find. It is 
bound to show up some pretty 
startling facts. I know I was really 
intrigued and impressed with the 
electronic range at first glance. 
Naturally, many questions popped 
into my mind as they would have 
into yours. Here are the answers 
to some of them: 

Is tfae” electronic range” a range 
or an oven? 

Actually, this electronic unit is 
more than an oven. While it bakes 
and roasts, it will also perform 
many of the cooking jobs done on 
top of the range tcook frozen veg¬ 
etables, white sauce, eggs, soups, 
stews and cereals). 

What are microwaves. 

Microwaves are a particular type 
of high frequency radio energy 
which when applied to food pro¬ 
duce heat within the food. Micro- 
wave energy can be transmitted, 
reflected and absorbed. When it is 
absorbed and only when it is ob- 
sorbed, it is converted into heat. 
Food absorbs the energy and con¬ 
sequently becomes hot. 

Is it safe? 

Yes. The user does not come in 
contact with the microwaves be¬ 
cause the cooking action stops as 
soon as the range door is opened. 

Wonderful news — danger from 
bums is eliminated. 

How much electricity does it use? 

About the same or even less than 
the conventional electric range. 

Is installation a problem? 

No, the range is compact, requir¬ 
ing only 24 inches of wall space. 
It uses a 3-wire, 220 volt circuit, 
same type outlet, and same type 
cable as the conventional electric 
range. It can be built into the wall 
or on kitchen cabinets. 

Does microwaves cooking improve 
quality of food? 

It freshens leftovers and also 
day-old breads. Practically stale 
pastries can actually be "refresh¬ 


ed” by warming them for a few 
seconds in the electronic range. 

Is there any change in flavor? 

No, the characteristic flavor of 
each food is maintained. There is 
no change due to microwave cook¬ 
ing. 

How fast dors it cook? 

Cooking in an electronic range 
with microwave energy is amazing- 
fast — egg cooks in 20 seconds, 
bacon needs only 75 seconds, a 
hot dog - 20 seconds, a 5-lb. roast 
is done in 30 minutes, compared to 
over 3 hours required by usual 
methods. These are only few exam¬ 
ples of the unbelievable speed at 
which this range operates. How¬ 
ever, seeing is believing! 

How does this type of cooking 
affect the appearance of food? 

Browning does not occur except 
with foods that take longer cook¬ 
ing period over 12 to 18 minutes — 
such as large roasts or poultry. 
Special electric units are provided 
to brown foods that cook in short¬ 
er periods of time. 

What about recipes? 

Generally, different recipies are 
not needed. But, some of the ac¬ 
cepted methods of preparation and 
timing need to be changed. Test 
recipies have been developd and 
are provided with the range. 

What cooking utensils can be used? 

Glass, chinq, paper and some 
plastic products transmit the 
energy to food and thus are 
recommended. Since there is no 
absorption, they keep cool. Metal 
utensils and foil reflect the waves, 
and therefore, slow down the 
cooking. 

Does oven load alter cooking time? 

Yes, generally, the size of the 
load determines the cooking time. 
For instance, a single potato is 
baked in four minutes, while four 
potatoes need eight minutes. How¬ 
ever, the manufacturer provides 
adequate instructions. 

What does this mean to you? 

Microwave cookihg means pro¬ 
ducing hot food in a coil atmos- 
ere in cool utensils in a cool range 
— with a cool temper! 

Think of it — bacon frying to 
perfection on a paper towel! No 
greasy frying pan to clean. Muffins 
rising light, tender and fluffy 
right before your eyes - in a matter 
of seconds! Pot washing and watch¬ 
ing reduced to a welcome mini¬ 
mum. Isn't it a dream come 
true?
